Source stated that the interior cadre members 
of the PROVISIONAL PARTY OF COMMUNISTS continue to be 
alarmed and angry regarding overt investigation by the 
FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION (FBI) . Numerous claims 
and "wild" statements are being issued by the NATIONAL 
OFFICE CENTER (NOC) , in Brooklyn, which according to 
asset's belief, are intended to bolster the faith of 
the cadre. 

The overt FBI investigation was described as the 
"largest raid in the history of the country". It was 
stated that the FBI "got nothing but bad press" and that 
the "Formation" is at the point of "getting everything back". 

Source stated that the "FOSTER FIRM" held a 
press conference in Lyons, New York, but that it was held 
in error. _ 

Source was further told, in an interior cadre 
meeting, that the FBI will be getting many telephone calls 
from individuals claiming to be cadre, but it was added, 
"they will not really be us". Source does not know if 
this indicates a disinformation scheme or if it was said 
merely to comfort the cadre. 

In the meeting, asset was told by a Military 
Fraction leader that the FBI raids only caused a change of 
dates of the revolution and that by Monday (February 27, 1984) 
"all is go". It was added that there "will be a lot of 
smoke by Monday". The group was then warned to stay away 
from U.S. Route 1 through February 29, 1984. 

Source is of the opinion the above may have been 
said as a test of source, as he is considered suspect and 
is intended to cause a reaction by authorities to identify 
the source.
